DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed June 17, 2009 has been entered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Scott C. Hatfield (38,176) on August 17, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 24, line 16, remove the phrase [[microphone pick up comprises a]]. 
Claim 24, line 17, remove the word [[that]]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 10, 13, 14, 16-20, and 24-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, Patel et al. (US Patent 5,442,713) teaches a "Microphone Packaging 
Scheme" for a mobile telephone with three sound openings and a "porous member" for 
"achieving the reduction in wind noise" ('713 col. 2, lines 20-25). The prior art of record, 
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when viewed alone or in combination, fails to teach or suggest "the direction condenser 
type microphone pick up [being] canted at an angle relative to the longitudinal direction 
of the cylindrical chamber" as stated in independent claims 10 and 24 in conjunction 
with the rest of the independent claim limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
